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Homecoming 
rule change 


to allow PKA 
candidate

The Student Programming Organization changed 
its rules for homecoming royalty last week in a move 
that enables Student Government President/Regent 
Steve Massara to run for homecoming king. 

The revised rules require that homecoming 
candidates be enrolled in at least six credit hours and 
have a GPA of at least 2.0 to be eligible. Massara is 
currently enrolled in only two courses, health aspects 
of aging and his honors senior thesis, for a total of six 
credit hours, he said. 

“Traditionally, the credit requirement to run for 
homecoming king and queen has been nine credit 
hours,” said Erin Cron, student organizations and 
leadership programs. “It’s just been that way; there’s 
no record that we can find as to why nine credit hours 
was the chosen number.” 

Massara said when he returned from a student 
government-funded trip to the American Student 
Government Association’s national conference in 


- Washington, D.C., he received a request from his 


fraternity asking him to run for homecoming king. He 
picked up an application packet from the SPO office 
on Sept. 18. 

“I looked at it the next day 
and it said ‘must be enrolled for 
nine hours,’ and I said ‘all right, 
well obviously I can’t run, because 
I only enrolled in six,” he said. 
~ “So I went to Erin Cron and was 
like, ‘I’m just curious what the 
rationale behind this is.’ I’ve never 
_ seen nine credit hours in any 
university documents. It says six 
required to be president/regent 
of the university or to run for a 
Student Senate position, or it’s 12 
because you’re a full-time student.” 

Cron stressed that “it did not seem like Steve was 
trying to get an exception,” but that the question was 
‘Sust for clarification.” When she failed to find an 
adequate reason why the rules said nine hours, Cron 
said she took the question to the SPO Board because 
“ultimately it was their decision as to what rules 
are.” 

“It was presented to the students who were sitting 
in the office at the time. It was a good majority of 
the board. I don’t recall it being a formal, sit-down 
meeting with an agenda,” she said. 

“So I presented it to the students. I explained 
the credit-hour situation, the full-time status, the six 
hours affiliated with student government ... and they 
didn’t see any reason why running for homecoming 
king and queen should be any more strict than any 
other student government elected position.” 

Cron said she did not recall specifically who 
was in the office besides Festivities Chair Hope

UNO’s neighbors upset over fireworks display

A local resident protested a recent UNO football 
fireworks display by holding a sign for the rush- 
hour commuters on Dodge Street to see on Monday 
afternoon. | 

Bonny Price, a long-time resident of the Happy 
Hollow neighborhood, held a sign saying “U.N.O. 
Happy Hollow is not Lebanon:.No fireworks” in 
front of the Milo Bail Student Center and Eppley 
Administration Building. 7 

“I don’t understand why they’re doing it, and 
don’t want them to do it,” she said. “They’re too close 
to the neighborhood. They’re not good neighbors.” 

The Happy Hollow. neighborhood borders 
UNO to the east. It is the neighborhood nearest to 
Al Caniglia Field, where ‘fireworks lit the sky on 
Saturday night following Maverick football’s 59-28 
victory over Augustana. 

Price said she thought a bomb had hit her house 
or that lightning had struck nearby when she first 
heard the fireworks going off. 

“For a fleeting moment, I thought maybe we 
were being attacked. I really, honestly did. lam not 
being exasperated,” she said. “It sounded like an 
impact grenade.” ‘ 

The fireworks were a particular inconvenience 
to Price because of her nine-year-old dog, who “just 


started to be deathly afraid of thunder, lighting and 
fireworks” this last year. Her dog gets so bad, she 
said, that she drugs her during the Fourth of July 
firework season. 

“It may have been ten minutes for UNO, but it 
was ten hours for me, because that was about how 
long she just panicked, shivered, frothed at the 
mouth,” Price said. “I hope to God that they don‘t 
do it again.” 

The fireworks display was put on as a publicity 
stunt by the UNO Athletics Department to encourage 
attendance at the football game. Fireworks are a 
common marketing strategy for sporting events, such 
as the Omaha Royals’ “Fireworks Fridays” events. 

UNO advertised the event on its Web site, 
gomavs.unomaha.edu, as “Football and Fireworks 
Saturday.” 

“Athletics did it,” said David Herbster, director 
of UNO Athletics. “The idea behind it is to increase 
attendance ... everyone likes fireworks.” 

Herbster went on to say the department received 
“sO many positive comments” but only a few 
complaints about the noise. Most of the complaints 
focused on the use of percussion fireworks, which 
are louder than fireworks commonly available in the 
summer. 

“The biggest concern is it was so loud,” he said. 
“{The problem was] we got late notice of the final

Hanson,- Andy, Dakin .and Megan 
Nanifito were present at the impromptu 
meeting. James MHulstein, comedy 
shoppe chair and student government 
vice president, confirmed these 
attendees. 

The five board members present 
came “to a consensus” before deciding 
to change the rule, Brown said, calling 
the decision an instance of “majority 
rule.” 

“It would have been a unanimous 
vote anyway,” she said. 

SOLP Advisor Barb Treadway 
praised the decision, saying it was “a 
pretty good call on SPO’s part” to make 
their rules consistent with student 
government. 

“I would say it’s a quite consistent 
change to go along with,” she said. “We 
do only require student government 
officers and senators or any students 
affiliated with student government have 
a 2.0 and to be enrolled in at least six 
credit hours. And so to require more for 
other things may not be as consistent.” 

Nevertheless, some _— students 
are upset with the SPO’s decision to 
change the rule after the organization 
distributed homecoming packets to 
potential candidates. 

A student identifying himself as “a 
concerned Greek” provided the Gateway 
with a letter to SPO that expressed his 
“disgust and dismay” with the change, 
calling it “unfair toeverybody” involved 
in homecoming. 

“What if the Lambda Chi Alpha 
candidate turned out to have a 1.83 


inc 4 
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GPA, rather than the 2.0 minimum ... 
would you allow an exception for him,” 
he wrote. “[¥]ou should not be allowing 
an “exception” for Steve Massara just 
because he is the Student Regent. It 
shows favoritism, and bias. I, and the 
Greek Community, (minus the Pikes) 
demand that no exception be made and 
Steve Massara not. be granted to run as 
the Pi Kappa Alpha candidate. If you 
allow this to move forward, it will not 
only discredit your organization, but 
also your authority.” 

Sigma Phi Epsilon President Brenton 
Thompson said he felt “a rule’s a rule” 
and SPO should not have made the 
change so close to the election. 

“IT would have personally liked for 
them to wait to implement the rule,” 
he said. 

According to an e-mail provided by 
Massara, SOLP Organizational Advisor 
Sharif Liwaru sent an email on behalf 
of Vavra informing the heads of all 
recognized student organizations of the 
change on Sept. 19. The e-mail justifies 
the change by saying “per their (student 
government) rules,” candidates must 
only be enrolled in six hours. 

When asked about the decision, 
Vavra only confirmed that the change 
was Officially made. She did not respond 
to a request for additional comments. 

Homecoming week festivities begin 
on Oct. 9 and culminate with the Oct. 
14 crowning ceremony at the Maverick 
football game against North Dakota. 
Voting for homecoming royalty will 
be conducted on Oct. 12 and 13 at the 
south doors of the Milo Bail Student 
Center.

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American university checks on students in Thailand following coup

Some staff members at Webster 
University spent a couple of sleepless 
nights last week trying to make sure 
all the school’s students were safe at its 
Thailand campuses after the military 
coup there. 

Webster canceled classes at its Thai 
campuses on Sept. 20, but expected 
them to resume the next day. Webster 
has about 160 students studying at its 
campuses in Cha-am and Hua Hin 
about a 2-hour drive from Bangkok. 
School officials still don’t know when 


the school will reopen its graduate. 


center in Bangkok—the city where the 
military forces seized power. 

Webster President Richard Meyers 
said last week that he was just relieved 
to hear that the coup appeared to be 
pretty quiet and free of violence. 

“IT guess the good news is that there 
is no sign of military action or activity 
anywhere near our campus,” he said. 

Although most of the students at the 
Thai campuses are from the Southeast 
Asian region, about 25 study-abroad 
students from St. Louis are there right 
now, Meyers said. 

Webster has been relaying messages 
between students and parents if they 
can’t get through directly because the 
phone lines have been jammed. 

About 15 U.S. students from other 
colleges are also studying at Webster’s 
Thai campuses. 

_ Staff and faculty are accounted for, 
as are most of the students, Meyers 
said. “ak | 
_ Meyers said he hasn’t been able to 
get in touch with the graduate center in 
Bangkok, but most of them are part-time 
evening students. Meyers expects. they. 


are safe in their homes. 

Webster staff members are also 
beginning to monitor the situation in 
Budapest, Hungary, where police and 
rioters have clashed on the streets for 
two nights after an anti-government 
protest. 

Webster has a small business 
program there for Hungarian students. 

“It seems that’s really part of the 
operation at Webster, to be up on world 
news all of the time,” Meyers said. 

Gig Gwin, owner of Gwin’s Travel 
Corp. in Kirkwood, arranged for the trip 
to Thailand by the Webster students and 
also has several business and leisure 
travelers currently in the country. The 
company e-mailed its clients, asking 
Whether they needed any help or 
information after the coup, and provided 
an ‘800’ phone number to call. 

“We got no calls back, which leads 
us to believe it is a velvet revolution, 
versus a violent revolution,” Gwin said. 
“We have called our travelers who may 
be heading there and told them we’re 
taking a cautious restraint right now.” 

Gwin has visited Thailand several 
times and called it “one of the five 
greatest countries in the world for 
tourism.” 

“It’s been a relative solid democracy, 
it’s a first-world country,” he said. 
“Thailand was never taken over by 
European powers. When you go to 
Thailand, the food, the architecture, the 
people are pure Thai.” 

The State Department’s Web site, 
travel.state.gov, currently has no travel 
warnings issued for U.S. travelers headed 
to Thailand, but a public announcement 
about the coup has been posted.

Group slams universities on civics

HACKENSACK, N.J. = America’s 
universities are not preparing students 
to be good citizens, a conservative 
institute charged Tuesday after 
releasing a study showing the average 
college freshman and senior flunked a 
60-question test on American history 
and government. 

“Colleges have been moving away 
from teaching core areas of knowledge 
for some time now,” said Eugene W. 
Hickok, a member of the national civic 


‘literacy board of the Intercollegiate 


Studies Institute. “We need to be about 
the business of making patriots.” 
Hickok acknowledged that 
no known data exist showing. that 
students in the past would have scored 
better, but said the institute intends to 
continue giving the test each year to 
measure future improvement.

approval.” 

Because of the late approval, 
neighborhood awareness was minimal, 
although the presidents of the local 
neighborhood associations were 
notified, Herbster said. Dundee- 
Memorial Park Association President 


The survey asked 14,000 students 
at 50 colleges and universities, some 
of which were picked by the institute 
and others chosen at random, multiple- 
choice questions that included naming 
the battle that ended the Revolutionary 
War, defining a progressive tax and 
identifying the document in which 
this phrase appears: “We hold these 
truths to be self-evident, that all men 
are created equal.” 

The average college freshman got 
51.7 percent of the questions right, and 
the average senior 53.2 percent. The 
survey was conducted for the institute 
by the University of Connecticut's 
Department of Public Policy. 

At a Washington press conference, 
institute officials decried the minuscule 
improvement between freshmen and 
seniors, and pointed out that average 
scores dropped at 16 universities. 
The report argued that universities 
need to assess what they are teaching 
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Jack Kubat was out of town until 
Saturday. 

Despite the handful of complaints, 
Herbster said he expects to have 
fireworks again next year, although he 
hopes to provide better notification to 
the surrounding community. 
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and increase the number of required 
American history, economics and 
political science courses. 

The institute’s Web site says it is 
“the bedrock conservative organization 
educating each generation of American 
youth “for liberty.’” It supports several 
conservative Campus newspapers as 
well as publishing a guide, “Choosing 
the Right College: The Whole Truth 
About America’s Top Schools.” 

The institute Web page promoting 
the guide includes a quote from The 
New York Times saying it “is aimed 

. at exposing the political biases of 
academe, the prevalence of permissive 
sex and the lack of core curriculums 
to prospective students and their 
parents.” 

The press conference included 
numerous condemnations of “elite” 
institutions such as Brown and Johns 
Hopkins universities, which were 
near the bottom of a ranking called 
“learning added”: or “civic value 
added” in report documents. 

The figure was derived by 
subtracting a school’s average 
freshman score from its average senior 
score. Doing this is suspect for two 
reasons. 

First, at many of the schools only 
350 students were surveyed, half 
being freshmen and the other half 
seniors. Each sample predicts how 
all freshmen or seniors would score 
on the test within a range of points, 
called the margin of error.

the overall margin of error so much 
the comparison would be statistically 
invalid. 

Also, focusing on the change 
between freshmen and seniors rather 
than overall scores produces a result 
where Dartmouth College is ranked 
34th because scores increased by 
just 0.1 percent to an average senior 
score of 68.0, while North Carolina 
Central University is ranked 13th 
because its seniors averaged 33.7, or 
4.8 percentage points better than the 
freshmen. | 

“This study seems to have a 
very narrow perspective on Civic 
engagement,” said Martha Ecker, vice 
provost for curriculum and global 
affairs at Ramapo College. “Our aim 
as educators is to expand students’ 
understanding of both themselves 
and the context in which they live, so 


‘that they can see beyond themselves 


and understand the world in a more 
complicated and empathic way.” 

Roger Bowen, general secretary 
of the American Association of 
University Professors, said he had 
not read the study but was familiar 
with the institute and its support for 
conservative colleges. 

“Schools like Brown and Johns 
Hopkins work very hard to help a 
student learn how to think,” he said. 
“Some of the schools applauded by 
this group help students learn what 
to think.

Soccer team lands.a perfect 10 with shutout victory over Wayne State

The women of the UNO soccer 
team are nothing, if not persistent. 

Despite a cold, rainy day in which 
the majority of their shots seemed 
to slip right off the goalpost, the 
Mavericks kept to their aggressive 
game plan and downed Wayne State 
2-0 to improve to 10-0 on the year. 

“It was just one of those days 
where you've got to keep pounding it 
and eventually something will fall,” 
said junior forward Brandi Beale. 

It was Beale who put No. 1-ranked 
UNO on the board with her fourth goal 
of the season, a penalty shot 35 minutes 
into the game. Sophomore midfielder 
Casey Bigsby got the insurance goal 
for the Mavs off an Amanda Iwansky 
header at the 71:16 mark. 

After a few games with a scoreless 
tie at halftime, the team has been 
working hard on getting early points, 
Beale said. , 

“Our focus is to get that goal, if 
we get that then we don’t let up, just 
because our.mentality is, if we get one, 
okay, that’s not enough for us,” said 
Beale. 

The Mavs kept the ball in Wayne 
State territory and had multiple shots 
on goal, but were repeatedly stymied 


by the fickle goalpost and some nice 
Saves by WSC’s goalkeeper Jamie 
Anderson. ~ 

Coach Don Klosterman said, with 
all the near misses, the team has been 
expecting shots to start hitting the 
back of the net more often. Still, he’s 
not complaining. 

“That’s okay, because if we’re not 
getting chances, that’s a concern,” 
said Klosterman. “We'll just keep 
taking these wins, that’s nota problem 
at all.” 

Defensively, the Mavericks again 
were relentless and stingy, keeping 
the pressure on and holding the 
Wildcats to just one shot on goal. The 
shutout was the team’s eighth of the 
season. | 

“Our defending has been just 
outstanding, as a team,” Klosterman 
said. “Just like we said in the 


beginning, it’s the whole thing, it’s. 


not just one guy, it’s everybody.” 

The 10-0 start is the second-best in 
the history of the program. The 2002 
squad won its first 22 games before 
losing in the national championship 
match.
